and with greater intensity than 
the original presentation two 
seasons back in Minneapolis, 
with all of the same leading per- 
formers. 


Tyrone Guthrie, the ebullient

Leonid I. 


Brtfchnever celebrates his 62nd 
birthday Thursday with all visi* 
ble evidence indicating Ms lead' 
ing position in the Kremlin is 
stronger than ever. 


His jovial, confident mood in 


public and the implementation 
of his known views on Soviet po- 
licy give no hint that any seri- 
ous opposition 
threatens his 


power. 


The energetic general secre- 


tary of the Soviet Communist 
party also shows every sign of 
retaining the other two members 
bers of his ruling troika-Pre- 
mier 
Alexei N, Kosygin and 


President Nikolai V. Podgorny. 


Depile recurrent rimors to 


the contrary, the occupation of 
Czechoslovakia has not led to 
any apparent split among the 
top leaders. 


All three sat on public display 


for two days last week at the 
Supreme Soviet - parliament- 
session, ignoring the speakers 
and chatting animatedly among 
thmselves. 


They looked like three old cro- 


nies with not 
care in the 


world. Brezhnev appeared to be 
telling a series of funny stories 
and at one point drew a sketch 
that had the others shaking with 
laughter. 


Brezhnev seldom relaxes this 


much in public. His usual pose 
is one of intense seriousness and 
self-confidence. He walks and 
stands with his trim body erect 
and his chin raised. He is al- 
ways well tailored and meticu- 
lously barbered. 


His humble origins become 


obvious only when he speaks. 
The Russians are amused by 
the provincial, Ukrainian accent 
he has kept since boyhood. 


Although he is a Russian, he 


was born in the Ukrainian vil- 
lage of Kamesnkoye, now Dne- 
prodzerzhinsk, 
and grew up 


where the Ukrainian and Rus- 
sian languages are mixed in con- 
versation. 


As a result, he pronounces the 


hard "G" like a "H'1, and the. 
word "gorod", meaning 
city, 


comes out "horod." 


After starting life as a metal 


worker, he b e g a n his rise 
through the ranks of the Com* 
munist party. He was brought to 
Moscow in 195G. 


Diplomats who have talked 


with him are highly impressed 
by his grasp of world politics. 
They agree that Brezhnev Ms 
some justification for the self- 
confidence he has developed in 
four years in power. 


His call 
for 
a setup in 


spreading Communist dogman, 
eninciated at the April meeting 
of the party's Central Commit- 
tee, is almost daily echoed by 
prominent artists and musicians 
— 
the latest being composer 


Dmitri Shost 
kovich. 


Brezhnev's belief 
that the 


country's enormous farm prob- 
lems can be solved by increas- 
ing investment in agriculture is 
being carried out in the s t a t e 
plan for 1969. 


At least in public statements, 


he fully supports the invastion 
of Czechoslovakia. 


But the price he had to pay 


for that was six months' post- 
ponement of the world Commu- 
nist conference — known to be 
Ids pet project for years. 


Although ther were reports 


that the tense negotiations with 
Czechoslovakia 
last summer 


gave him a mild heart attack 
this has never been confirmed 
and today he appears vigorous.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A de- 


vice used to pinpoint enemy sni- 
pers during night fighting in 
Vietnam has been added to the 
weapons provided the National 
Guard for possible use against 
rioters in the United States. 


One hundred of the devices, 


called 
Starlight 
Scopes, 
are 


being stockpiled at key depots 
for use by state National Guard 
chiefs, if needed. 


Sources said the scopes proba- 


bly would be brought into play 
against snipers firing on guards- 
men or police from the darkness 
during night civil disorders. 


The National Guard Bureau 


has notified adjutant generals 
that the Starlight Scopes will be 
earmarked for them in depots 
at Tobyhanna, Pa., Lexington, 
Ky., and Sacramento, Calif. 


Provision of the scopes is the 


latest 
actions taken by the 


Army to prepare the National 
Guard, police and its own forces 
for possible widespread 
civil 


disturbances 
in 
the 
United 


States. 


These preparations intensified 


starting, last spring when riots 
broke out in many cities, after 
the. assassination of Dr. ftfortin 
Luther King Jr. 


Among other things, the Army 


has given the National Guard 
infra-red search lights, standard 
flood lights, radios, public ad- 
dress 
s y s t e m s , 
grenade 


launchers, shotguns and porta- 
ble riot gasdespensers. 


The Army lias claimed out- 


standing sucesses for the Star- 
light Scope in South Vietnam to 
detect enemy guerrilla fighters 
for more than 400 yards. 


The device, which is hand- 


held or mounted on rifles and 
machine guns, 
amplifies 
the 


glow of the moon or stars, ena- 
bling its operator to see objects 
that otherwise would be blacked 
out. 


National Guard sources said 


another 
new aid for antiriot 


forces has been the preparation 
by the Army gmap Service of 
special maps of 115 cities con- 
sidered potential locales for fu- 
ture civil disturbances. 


About 9,000 copies of each city 


map are being printed, showing 
location of key installations and 
facilities.

The committee, however, said 


that so far it has been "impossi- 
ble to reach a final conclusion 
as to the cause or causes of spe- 
cific discrepancies." 


The 
suggestion 
comes as 


House Clerk Pat Jennings has 
been gathering information on 
an electric tallying system to 
replace the current practice of 
members calling "aye" or "no" 
in response to their names. 


Unlike the voting machines 


used in some state legislatures, 
it would not eliminate the call- 


time to come to the floor from 
their offices and, on close ques- 
tions, gives leaders a chance to 
work on wavering members. 


The tallying device would eli- 


minate the present complicated 
manual tallying and counting of 
the vote. 
Mover, it 
would 


flash 
each 
member's 
vote 


against his name on a visible 
Scoreboard, 
giving opportunity 


for immediate correction of any 
mistakes. 


The tallying 
machine also 


could be tied into a computer al- 
ready used by the House for 
payroll and other records and 
thus could provide printouts of 
each roll call as soon as it is 
completed, plus breakdowns by 
party and states. 


Chairman Melvin Price, D- 


111., wrote to Speaker John Mc- 
Cormack 
that 
the study of 


House voting, still going on, has 
already 
"disclosed 
numerous 


points at which human error 
can enter the system." 


The investigation so far has 


included a comparison of every 
roll call vote in the House for a 
year with official travel records 
of members. The data is still 
being worked over, a spokes- 
man said, and it appears the 
discrepancies are not of signifi- 
cant number and fall into no 
particular pattern.

U.S. forces from Vietnam, 


When President • elect Nixon 


named Kissinger as his special 
assistant for national security, 
affairs this month, the Harvard 
scholar 
refused to state his 


views on major foreign policy 
questions, 


Saying he believes his new job 


"is 
inconsistent with making 


public statements on substan- 
tive issues," he invited a ques- 
tioning reporter to read his 
books. 


Kissinger has written three 


books on government affairs, 
edited a fourth and contributed 
one chapter to a fifth, concen- 
trating on nuclear strategy and 
the Atlantic Alliance. Since 1960 
he has contributed 16 commen- 
taries on foreign policy, many 
of them echoing or previewing 
his books, to a variety of maga- 
zines and journals. 


While Kissinger has outlined 


his views in detail, Nixon avoid- 
ed specifics during the cam- 
paign, and so their affiliation 
begins 
without major policy 


differences on the public record. 


As special assistant, Kissinger 


will be in a position to strongly 
influence presidential thinking 
on foreign affairs but will not be 
tied to administrative chores as 
is the Secretary of State. Mc- 
George Bundy with 
President 


Kennedy and Walt Rostow with 
President Johnson both were In- 
fluential In the job Kissinger is 
getting. 


Despite Kissinger's refusal to 


make public statements, his lat- 
est views on Vietnam will be- 
come available later this week 
when the journal Foreign Af- 
fairs publishes an article on 
peace negotiations. 
Kissinger 


wrote it before his appointment 
by Nixon. 


As a foreign policy adviser to 


Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller of 
New York, Kissinger was heavi- 
ly involved in drafting the four- 
stage Vietnarn peace plan un<- 
veiled 
during - Rockefeller s 


campaign for the Republic^ 
presidential nomination. 


That plan proposed a mutual 


pullback 
and later wlthdrawl 


of all outside military forces, in- 
ternationally 
supervised elec- 


tions in South Vietnam, and a 
reduction in the numbers of 
American forces in South Viet- 
nam, even without North Viet- 
nam's 
cooperation 
in negoti- 
tions. 


In 
August 1966, Kissinger 


wrote In Look magazine that "a 
purely military solution is im- 
possible" in Vietnam, and said 
"the primary goal of military 
operations should be the crea- 
tion of secure areas"— a sort of 
flexible enclave theory. 


He suggested that political 


jockeying likely would occur if 
too many nations were bound up 
in negotiations, and said 
"it 


may be wiser to separate the is- 
sues into their component ele- 
ments, each to be settled by the 
parties primarily Involved. A 
larger conference could then 
work out guarantees for settle- 
ments already achieved in other 
forums," 


Contending that "The war In 


Vietnam Is a crucial test of 
American maturity," Kissinger 
wrote: 


"We must recognize that to be 


on the defensive often forces us

and ambiguity. 


"We do not have the privilege 


of deciding to meet only those 
challenges that most flatter our 
moral preconceptions, If 
we 


cannot deal with political, eco» 
nomic and military problems as 
an integrated whole, we will not 
be able to deal with them indi« 
vidually," 


Mechanics Of Policy Making 
In 
"The Necessity 
for 


Choice," 1962, Kissinger con* 
tended: "The combination of 
unreflectiveness 
produced by 


the style of life of our most emi- 
nent people in and out of gov- 
ernment, faith in administrative 
processes, and the conversation- 
al approach to policy has ac- 
counted for much of the uncer- 
tainty of our policy, it has led 
to an enormous waste of intel- 
lectual resources, The price we 
have apid for the absence of a 
sense of direction is that we 
have appeared to the rest of the 
world as vacillating, confused 
and sometimes irrelevant," 


Aruging that the committee 


procedure in g o v e r n m e n t 
"stresses avoidance of risk 
rather than the boldness of con- 
ception," he continued: 


"Nothing is more important 


for America than to give up Its 
illusions," Too much of our 
domestic 
debate 
gives 
the 


impression that we are working 
towards a static condition called 
peace. We sometimes argue as 
if only a single new initiative or 
one brilliant move stands be- 
tween us and normalcy. Many 
of us seem to believe that we 
can dramatically sweep all be- 
fore us In an atmosphere of uni- 
versal approbation. 


"But even with the wisest pol- 


icies we can expect nothing of 
the sort. Our generation will 
live in the midst of change. Our 
norm is the fact of upheaval. 
The success of our actions is not 
measured by short-term tran- 
puility. It is defined by whether 
we can shape the currents of 
our time In the light of our 
values. What Is needed even 
more than different policies is a 
different style and a more dy- 
namic attitude." 


"If there is no doctrine at all 


and a society operates pragmat- 
ically— solving problems 'on the 
merits,' as the saying goes— ev- 
ery event becomes a special 
case. More energy is spent de- 
ciding where one is than where 
one is going. Each event is com- 
partmentalized and dealt with 
uiider pressure by experts in the 
special difficulties It involves, 


an ' adequate'1' under- 


• 


occurances. American policy 
has been shaped by this ap- 
proach." 


Nuclear Warfare 


"The Necessity for Choice" 


was a sequel to "Nuclear Weap- 
ons and Foreign Policy," the 
1957 book which won Kissinger 
public attention. 


Kissinger argued that reliance 


only on nuclear retaliation could 
lead to nuclear blackmail by ad- 
versaries, especially as moral 
opposition to nuclear war in- 
creases. 


"At a minimum," he wrote, 


"the conventional capability of 
the free world should be suffi- 
ciently powerful so that a nu- 
clear defense becomes the last 
and not the only recourse. The 
best situation is one in which 
the conventional forces of the 
free world can be overcome 
only by nuclear weapons." 


Arms Control 


Total disarmament is not de- 


sirable, he wrote, because "a 
relatively minor violation would 
confer a substantial, perhaps a 
decisive, a d v a n t a g e " and 
"would require a control system 
so complex and the criteria of 
determining evasions would be 
so elusive that it might well 
compound the feeling of insecur- 
ity."

avoided 
conereteness. 


"When the Soviets are aggres* 
sive, negotiations are believed 
to be useless, and when they are 
conciliatory, there Is a reluc- 
tance to disturb the favorable 
atmosphere." 


"Confusion of 
bargaining 


technique with purpose," he 
wrote in "Necessity", "causes 
the diplomatic debate to be con« 
fined to issues of maximum em- 
barrassment to the West, Issues, 
that is, which the Soviet Union 
has raised and on which the 
West feels obliged to negotiate 
because, as the saying goes, no 
avenue of settlement must be 
neglected and because the mere 
readiness of the Soviet to talk 
about anything Is considered 
'encouraging.' Conversely, the 
West is prevented from raising 
issues of possible embarrass- 
ment to the Soviet Union be- 
cause, It Is said, we must not 


destroy the climate of confi* 
dence by making 'unacceptable' 
proposals."

Kissinger contended that "as 


the detente develop , the need 
to transform the Alliance from 
the present defensive concept 
into a political arrangement de- 
fining itself by some positive 
goals will grow ever more ur- 
gent, . . .

Ring Out for All to Hear

On Christmas m o r n i n g , 


while most people are at 
home a n k l e - d e e p in gift 
wrappings and ribbons, Rob- 
ert C. Stranahan is climbing 
the steps of a 160-foot clock 
tower in Akron, Ohio, to ring 
12 mammoth bells. 


The chimemaster of the 


Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co. 
will perform the same ritual 
he has for 36 other Christ- 
mases—play 
an hour-long 


medley of carols and hymns 
that can be heard three 
miles. 


Bell ringing isn't just a 


once-a-year thing for the 517- 
year-old chimemaster. Al- 
most every Sunday morning 
since 1928 he has entered the 
lonely loft to play hymns. 


"I've played the chimes 


when the temperature was 20 
degrees 
below zero," he 


says, "and the bells were 
covered with frost. And I've 
played them in the summer 
when it was so warm that 
I've stripped to my under- 
shirt. But even in the coldest 
weather you keep warm be- 
cause a set of bells is the 
most strenuous of musical 
instruments. 


"See these handles," he 


said, pointing to 12 large, 
well-worn levers. "They ac- 
tivate the bell c l a p p e r s . 
You've got to put your body 
into it like a boxer and whip 
the handles down sharply. 
Otherwise the clappers don't 
strike hard enough and you 
get an off-key tone. 


"Here, I'll show you." 
Then, bobbing and weaving 


like an experienced fighter, 
his arms 
flailing 
up and 


down, he snapped the oak 
handles. 


"When you play a three- 


bell chord," he yelled above 
the d e a f e n i n g chimes, 
"you've 
got to use both 


hands and a foot." 


Stranahan's 
devotion 
to 


bell ringing began 40 years 
ago when the former chime- 
master retired. "I love mu- 
sic, so I applied for the job 
and got it," he said. "Seems 
nobody else wanted it." 


Stranahan's repertoire is 


wide. Through the years he 
has transposed more than 
150 songs to fit the bells' 12-

tone range. He has had many 
requests for special songs 
but none more strange than 
one employe's who, in his 
will, requested "My Wild 
Irish Rose" as his funeral 
procession filed past the fac- 
tory to the nearby cemetery 
the tower overlooks. 


"The first bells go back to 


the sounding brass and the 
tinkling cymbals of Biblical 
days," he says. 


"Down through the Middle 


Ages every church spire in 
Europe had its bells, calling 
worshipers to service, tolling 
the funeral march, sounding 
the wedding bells. 


"During the reign of Wil- 


liam the Conqueror the cur- 
few came in and everyone 
had to be in his house when 
the bells sounded." 


The bells toll the hours 


when Stranahan isn't playing 
them. They range in weight 
from 600 to 4,200 pounds 
Made in Troy, N.Y., they 
were installed in 1920 at a 
cost of $55,000. 


But Stranahan says wist- 


fully that he never got to 
play the bells he really 
wanted. In World War II, he 
was with Allied troops, who 
broke into the German city 
of Cologne. 


He was awed by the sight 


of the majestic twin-spired 
cathedral 
and wanted to 


bring his musical hobby to a 
grand apex by playing Amer- 
ican tunes on them. 


It was not to be. The inside 


some of the smaller 


had been gutted by bombs. 
What had once been a stair- 
way leading to the top of the 
tower was now only broken 
blocks of stone. Neverthe- 
less, he climbed to the top. 
There, to his dismay, was 
not the elaborate carillon he 
had expected to find, but 
only four Westminster chime 
bells—not enough to create a 
melody.
